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Lewis Hints Strike 


in Soft Coal Field 


But Still Plays Coy 


Charge 
Operators Have 


Dishonored '47 Pact 


In Fund Dispute 


Washington, March 13—(API- 


John L. Lewis hurled an impliec 
threat of a soft coal strike at the 
government and mine owners to- 
day, then waited for something 
to happen. 


The United Aline Workers cmet 


declared in a letter to the union's 
400,000 members that their em- 
ployers in the past eight months 
"have dishonored the 1947 wage 
agreement and defaulted under its 
provisions 
affecting 
the welfare 


fund." 


That contract, signed last July 


8, pledged the miners to stay on 
the job as Jong as they are able 
and willing." 
Lewis told a news 


conference yesterday he did not 
know how much longer they'll be 
"willing." 


No Statement on Strike 


The agreement—which runs un- 


til June 30—can be ended by either 
miners or operators on 30 doys' 
notice. 


The fiery mine leader did not 


say flatly that his miners 
will 


stop work. Instead, he asked the 
public to persuade the "millionaire 
coal operators" to break a dead- 
lock over how the $30,000,000 wel- 
fare fund is to be used. 


Money for the fund is raised by 


a 10 cent royalty on each ton of 
coal produced. 


Operators say Lewis wants a 


|100 monthly pension for every 
miner over 60 who has been in 
the pits at least 20 years. That, 
they argue, would raise coal prices 
40 cents a ton. 


"Fantastic," snapped Lewis. The 


fund is big enough to pay for it, 
he said.

"Firsts" in 1st 100 
Years of Operation 


The Chicago & Northwestern 


railway, celebrating its centennial 
ihis year, boasts a bevy of "firsts" 
in rail operation in connection with 
its first 100 years. 


It became, in 1864, the first line 


n the nation on which the Rail- 
way Post Office was permanently 
established. 


It was not, however, the first to 


lave railway mail service, that 
honor accruing to the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph line, now part of 
the Burlington. That took place 
in 1862, but the Northwestern, 
two years later became the first 
on which the postoffice-on-wheels 
became permanent. 


Has Two Early Firsts 


Earlier, in 1848, when the road 


began, it picked up two firsts 
when it marked, on its beginning 
the first road in Chicago and the 
first in the nation's west. 


Six years later it modernized it- 


self in the communications 
line 


by being the first western railroad 
to 
operate 
by 
telegraph. 
It 


garnered another first In 1858 by 
using the first sleeping cars west 
of Chicago. 


A significant feature 
of the 


present-day freight caboose is the 
cupola, a roof projection. 
This 


was used on the Northwestern in 
1863, another first. 


Passenger comfort on the long 


west-coast runs was acceded to 
in 1869 when it became the first 
to use dining cars between Chi- 
cago and the fast-growing colossus 
of the west, San Francisco. 


Continue Taking- "Firsts" 


Thirty-two years later, in 1901, 


the C. N. W. led the parade of 
the western railroads to the utili- 
zation of solid Pullman trains. 


In 1926, in the middle of the 


fabled "roaring twenties" the rail- 
way was the first to 
put 
into 


operation a 
diesel-electric loco- 


motive west of New York City. 


It captured a first in the speed 


field 
nine years later when it 


inaugurated the "400," first long- 
distance mile-a-minute train. 


Last year it became the first to 


initiate a daily streamliner be- 
tween the Windy City and San 
Francisco.

weeks. 


During this time, there has been 
an actual decrease in the number 
and severity of scarlet fever cases. 
Some states are e\en more liberal 
than ours, having only a one week 
isolation period, yet there hag been 
no increase in Uie.se states. 


Both scarle-t fever and strep 


sore throats were formerly associ- 
ated with many serious complica- 
tions; - including 
mastoid 
Infec- 


tions and meningitis. Now, newer 
treatment methods have almost 
completely eliminated these two 
serious sequehae. There are two

serious, which still follow strep 
tococcus 
infections.

New Shoe Fitting 


for Clubf oot O. K. 


Chicago, 
March 
13—(AP)—A 


new type of shoe fitting is show- 
ing "good results" in the treat- 
ment of clubfoot, an Illinois chi- 
ropodist said today. 


Dr. Philip R. Brachman, of Chi- 


cago, described the device in a 
paper prepared for the -4th annual 
convention of the Illinois associa- 
tion of chiropodists. 


He saiu it had no failures in 


four years of experiment with chil- 
dren ranging from three months 
to five years of age. 


"There have been no failures 


reported, and even those children 
who received inadequate treat- 
ment in infancy showed good re- 
sults,'1 he said. 


He described it as a skating de- 


vice which is attached to the 
child's shoe. It is mounted on two 
horizontal 
flat 
bars slotted 
at 


each end, and is changed as the 
shoe size changes. 


"When worn by an infant," Dr. 


Brachman said, "it permits crawl- 
ing and standing. When the child 
walks, it allows full motion in the 
over-corrected position, and the 
feet are kept from returning to 
the abnormal position."
